Sii-:  In  (•oni]>lian('e  witli  Section  ^y(u  of  the  Political  Code 
I  have  the  honor  to  snhniit  herewith  the  Twelfth  Annnul  l{e- 
|»oit  of  the  r.oijer  Insjtector's  Olfii-e  of  the  State  of  Mont;ina. 
the  same  heinn  for  the  year  endiiiii,  November  30th,  1{)()0. 

Tahnlated  statements  are  a])i)en(le(l  setting  forth  in  «l(4ail 
all  moneys  coHected  within  the  year,  the  disbursements,  the 
number  and  tirade  of  licenses  issned  and  to  whom,  the  nnmber 
of  boilers  ins])ected  and  the  defects  noted. 

It  is  a  matter  of  profound  /satisfaction  to  me  to  be  able  to 
say  that  diirinii  the  (Mitire  ])ei'iod  of  Voni'  Excellency's  a<lminis- 
ti'ation  not  a  single  (explosion  has  occni-i-(Ml  amon<i'  those  Ixnlers 
or  their  steam  connections,  which,  come  under  the  operation 
of  the  boiler  ins])ecti<)n  law.  It  is  also  j;ratifyin*»  to  report 
that  within  the  same  time  the  office  has  become  not  only  self- 
snstaininiL!,  but  a  revenue  ])rodncei'.  Fees  have  been  covered 
into  tile  Stat(^  Treasury  in  excess  of  the  warrants  drawn  to 
the  amount  of  .'f8,800.7S,  as  shown  in  the  ]*eca])itulation  <>f 
yearly  receipts  and  exj)enditures  on  ]>a.ne  5. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  r(M ouimended  the  amendment 
of  sections  501,  5(13  and  5(>(>  of  the  Political  Code,  callin<»  voui- 
attention  to  the  fact  that  as  section  501  now  reads,  all  the 
causers  desijinated  therein  which  merit  a  revcx-ation  or  sus- 
pension of  license  are  oidy  ap])lica]de  to  an  engineer  wheu  in 
charue  of  a  steam  boiler.  Tlie  eni»ineer  who  from  the  s'anu' 
causes  destroys  life  oi-  pro])ei'ty  while  havinu  the  care  and 
uianaiicment  of  a  steam  eni;ine  or  steam  machinei-y  other  than 
a  steam  boilel",  has  the  priviletie  of  handinji  his  license  to  the 
Ins])ector  or  Assistant  lns]»ector,  even  tlu^  very  day  after  his 
misconduct,  for  a  renewal ;  aud.  under  the  law,  as  it  now  stamls, 
the  Inspector  and  the  Assistant  Inspector  are  obliiicd  to  attest 
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(.vci-  ilieii-  signatures  that  lie  is  a  suitable  and  safe  person  to 
he  trusted  with  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  stationary  engineer, 
u<>twithstan<ling  any  and  all  evidence  to  the  contrary  at  hand — 
an  auouuily  evidently  not  in  the  minds  of  the  frauier  <»f  the 
h»\v.  That  this  section  stands  in  need  of  amenduient  would 
seem  io  require  no  further  argument. 

hi  the  same  report  attention  Avas  called  to  the  fact  that  as 
s('c(i(ui  T){){)  of  the  Political  Code  now  reads,  threshing  machine 
engines  and  boilers,  engines  and  boilers  used  for  sa\\  ing  wood 
and,  in  fact,  any  boiler  or  engine  mounted  (m  wheels,  used  for 
any  purjDose  whatsoever  did  not  come  under  the  operation  of 
the  boiler  inspection  law;  nor  did  the  engineer  in  charge  of 
same.  Yet,  anyone  Y^'llo  Is  acquainted  with  the  circumstances 
surronncling  this  particular  class  of  boilers  will  bear  me  out 
:in  the  position  that  they,  as  a  class,  are  most  in  need  of  a 
thorough  and  careful  annual  inspection  and  the  requirement 
that  a  competent  engineer  l>e  placed  in  charge  of  same.  The 
position  at  that  time  taken  would  seem  to  he  stVengthened  by 
i-eason  that  within  the  year  two  explosions  of  boilers  of  this 
character  have  occurred,  one  in  the  city  of  Helena,  which  for- 
tunately was  not  attended  with  fatal  results.  As  to  the  other 
1  (juote  from  the  Helena  Dail}'  Independent  of  September  27th, 
11)00,  as  follows: 

''Townsend,  Sept.  26.--A  sad  accident  occurred  near  Caiiou 
today,  Mr.  0.  Nichols,  who  has  Ixm'u  running  a  threshing  out- 
lit  in  this  vicinity  for  several  years,  had  just  got  steam  ready 
for  woi'k  when  the  crown  sheet  of  the  boiler  blew  out  instantly 
killing  Nichols,  who  was  overlooking  the  engine.  His  son 
who  was  standing  close  at  hand,  es(*a])ed  uninjured.  The  body 
was  brought  into  town  about  noon.  lie  leaN'es  a  wife  and  sev- 
eral children," 

No  official  investigation  of  these  accidents  was  made  owing 
Ho  the  fact  that  tliev  belong  to  a  class  of  boileis  that  do  not 
come  under  the  boiler  inspection  law. 

Fn  section  5()(}  there  is  also  an  apparent  conflict  with  section 
.■"><■»:►  as  to  the  fees  that  are  to  be  collected  for  the  inspection  of 
hoih'i-s  when  situated  within  the  limits  of  an  incor]»orated  city. 
'Phis  is  certainlv  a  serious  olijection  as  the  i>lii-as('ology  of  a 
|.fo\ision  of  law  dctining  the  amount  of  fees  to  be  colhM-ted 
should  be  such  as  to  i)ermit  of  but  one  inlcrprctat  ion. 
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111  the  same  report  attention  was  also  called  to  the  fad  tliat 
l)oistinj>  eniiines  when  opVrated  hy  any  motive  force  other  than 
steam  did  not  come  under  the  operation  of  the  i)resent  law, 
and,  tiiat  therefore,  the  engineer  operating  the  same  Avas  not 
obliged  to  obtain  a  license.  Because  of  the  increasing  number 
of  this  character  of  engine  brought  into  service  in  the  mines 
of  tlie  State  and  which  are  operated  witli  all  the  risks  at- 
tendant to  life  and  limb  that  is  attendant  on  the  operation  of  the 
ordinary  steam  engine,  a  like  necessity  appears  in  eacli  case 
re(|iiiring  that  the  engineer's  character  and  competency  be  iu- 
(piired  into  by  the  properly  constituted  authorities. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  would  further  recommend  that  the 
law  be  so  amended  that  a  fee  of  five  dollars  shall  be  collected  for 
each  boiler  wheresoever  situated.  This  would  make  the  burden  of 
the  law  light  and  place  all  on  an  equality.  Xow,  that  the 
receipts  are  in  excess  of  the  expenses  some  |1,000  per  annum 
it  would  seem  tliat  this  relief  could  be  granted  at  this  time, 
for  I  cannot  believe  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  law  to 
collect  a  special  tax  from  the  citizens  of  the  state  who  have 
their  money  invested  in  this  character  of  jiroperty  only  in  so 
far  as  is  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  required  by  the  depart- 
nu'ut.  It  must  be  admitted  that  suiall  o])erators  struggling 
ti>  develo]»  a  ])rospect  or  to  saw  lumber  in  remote  districts  to 
)>e  used  by  their  immediate  neighbors  in  the  construction  of 
their  homes,  while  they  appreciate  the  benefits  of  the  law, 
only  too  often  find  the  surrender  of  the  annual  fee  of  ten  dollars 
a  severe  hardship.  Also,  this  reduction  would  cause  the  owucrs 
and  users  of  steam  boilers  and  engines  on  wheels  to  welcome  a 
])rovisi(>u  bringing  them  under  its  operation. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  an  additional  Assistaiil 
Inspector  V>e  appointed  and  that  a  suitable  ap])ropriati()u  lie 
made  coAcriug  his  salary  and  expenses.  This  addition  to  I  he 
w«)rkiug  force  (►f  the  department  is  greatly  needed  as  it  uoav 
taxes  the  force  to  its  utmost  to  properlv  discharge  the  duties 
devolving  U]»on  it.  and  if  the  numerous  boilers  now  exempt 
from  insjjection  are  brought  under  the  operation  of  the  law 
land  tV>r  every  reason  they  should  be)  it  will  be  bevoud  Ihe 
power  of  any  two  men  to  discliarge  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them  in  a  pro]>er  and  complete  manner,  and  nuh^Fs  the  \\-ork 
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is  tlioi-ouohly  (lone  I  can  sec  little  InMictit  to  Itc  derived  from  the 
laws  enactment. 

In  order  that  the  above  detects  may  he  remedied  and  the 
s<()pe  of  the  law  enlarged  to  meet  present  requirements,  I  am 
preparing  a  hill  intended  to  cure  the  defects  of  the  present  law 
and  at  tlie  same  time  keep  it  intact  for  ready  reference,  which 
will  he  submitted  at  the  pi-oper  time. 

In  conclusion  I  should  not  nei^lect  mttinii  the  develo]»ment 
of  a  more  ccu'diai  feelini*  on  the  ])ai't  of  steam  users  t<»\\ard 
this  departuM-nt  for  this  fact  has  frequiuitly  found  expression 
durin|>  the  ])ast  xwo  years  particularly.  I  have  no  hesitancy 
in  helievinu  lliat  while  the  law  is  strictly  and  impartially  en- 
forced, and  the  work  capably  done,  ])leasant  relations  between 
the  users  of  steam  and  the  State's  Inspectors  will  c-outiuue.

In  eonduetinii  the  boilei-  insi)ection  the  total  nund>er  of 
miles  travelh'd  was  24.500  niih's;  the  number  of  visits  made 
\\as  725;  the  nundtei-  of  hoihu-s  examined  externally  and  in- 
ternally and  ])ressure  hydro-statical ly  ai)i)li(Kl,  was  (JTl).  In 
these  insjMMtions  4,8;I2  defects  were  noted,  1,851)  of  which 
were  considered  daniierons  and  suitable  re])airs  reconnneiuled. 
Six  boilers  and  8  mud  diaims  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  fur- 
ther use.  DurinjLi  the  year  542  examiiuitions  of  api)licants  for 
en<j;ineer's  licenses  were  conducted.  At  this  date  1,885  licenses 
are  in  force.
